State Representative W. J. Murphy is planning to present a bill to 
the legislature again legalizing bingo for charitable, fraternal, civic, and 
church organizations and this time he can expect considerable backing 
than he got in his. earlier attempt to provide pure wholesome fun for the 
bingo fans. 

No doubt there will have to be some way of determining which groups

Concerning medical care for the 
aged, Schadeberg stressed the need 
for individuals to contribute accord- 
ing to their ability, with local, 
county, state and federal govern- 
ment assisting as needed in that

Turning to -foreign aid, Schade- 
berg opposed helping countries af- 
filiated with communism, and point- 
ed out that foreign aid is a. measure 
of defense. Aid should be given to 
help people help themselves, he 
added. 

Helping people help themselves 
was also noted by Schadeberg when 
he spoke on Latin American devel- 
opment. He also stressed the need 
for the O. A. S. and the preservation 
of the Monroe Doctrine. 

Speaking on federal aid to educa- 
tion, Schadeberg said when there is 
a real need for federal aid, some 
form of tax relief should be given, 
and warned against federal control 
of education. ^ 

' Concerning defense, Schadeberg 
urged wise spending of appropriated 
funds for defense so neither too 
much nor too little is spent. 

Schadeberg again stressed mini- 
mum federal government interfer- 
ence in the farm problem, and 
urged a gradual increase in a soil 
conservation program. 

Turning to labor, Schadeberg said 
future legislation should seek to 
protect freedom, rights and privi- 
leges for all laboring men and em- 
ployers, and not a few groups.
